A POSTHUMOUS BOOK BY 
HARRY FURNISS. 


Albany,”’ by the late Mr, Harry Furniss— 
a book full of his characteristic pleasan- 
tries, quaint, old-time stories, and 

penetrating sketches—gives a very full 
history of a portion of London which has 
hitherto been unaccountably passed over 


London, although it might be regarded as 
the ideal happy hunting ground for those 
in search of literary gossip. Writers of 
fiction have used it to some extent, and 
have done so carelessly at times as regards 
geographical details ; but one of them, Mr. 


from the noisy years that swept on their 
course outside, to have snatched from each 
its heart, and in the museum of this 
decorous glass arcade to have preserved 15 
immortally, exhibiting the frozen palpita- 
tions to a sensitive observer.’’ 

To-day, as when it started, early last 
century, this little isolated town in itself 
holds to the old law that no material 
change may be made without the consent 
of all the freeholders. Mr. Leopold 
Stewart, Secretary of Albany, bases a hope 
that it may always remain unchanged on 
the fact that no woman may purchase a 
freehold—surely an unfair challenge to a 
sex that is for the most part too funda- 
mentally an upholder of tradition ever 
‘to take it up! A good deal that 1s new 
is told about the outstanding figures in 
this garconnerie of the great. There are 
extracts from that remarkable and soon 
suppressed inhuman document published 
by Bulwer Lytton’s widow, self described 
as ‘‘a noble lady who had hardly any- 
thing to defend her but her high spirit, a 
consciousness of innocence and a resolve 
not to be crushed.”’ 

We cannot mention a tenth part of even 
the most illustrious names that fill this 
historic picture gallery; whether w:itten 
er sketched.

There is a tablet to Macaulay placed out- 
side the entrance to the chambers on the 
left side of the covered way from Picca- 
dilly. The iron gates at the northern 
entrance owe their erection to a practical 
joke. A niece of Macaulay’s sent him an 
anonymous letter saying that Albany was 
to be broken into, and the matter was 
taken in panic seriousness until the culprit 
confessed; but the gates remain to this 
day. Only one woman is recorded as 
having had rooms in Albany—John Oliver 
Hobbes lived there for a time.

PHILOSOPHY AND DISCONTENT. 

The thesis of M. Roustan’s book (ad- 
mirably translated by Mr. Frederic 
Whyte) is that the influence of the 
philosophes on French life and thought in 
the eighteenth century was paramount in 
producing the Revolution. The misery of 
the people was probably greater in 1750 
than forty years later, and, as M. Roustan 
demonstrates, there was only one reason 
why the Revolution should not have 
occurred then. Thousands of peasants 


military precautions were taken to prevent 
an outbreak in Paris, but nothing revolu- 
tionary happened because the philosophes 
had not yet ‘‘ given form to this muddled 
business of. riots and grievances.’’ 


of whom Montesquieu, Diderot, Rousseau 
and Voltaire are the best known, was that 
they introduced a spirit of free inquiry, 
a testing of institutions, which was itself 
a revolution. They slowly accustomed the 
people to the idea that their sufferings 
were not inevitable, but due to a system 
which might be abolished or revised. 
Few of them were democrats in practice, 
and though Voltaire’s opinion (‘ vhe 
people will always he brutal and stupid. 
They are cattle, and what is wanted for 
them is a yoke, a goad and fodder ") may 
not have been typical, they were less rich 
jn human feeling than in “that cold 
charity called altruism.’’ Their intel- 
lectual courage was wonderful, but they 
were handicapped by a complete opacity 
to religious sentiment and by a .curious 
belief that politics could proceed on 
grounds of pure logic. But “the philo- 
sophes were important,” as Mr. Lytton 
Strachey says, “ not so much for the 
answers which they gave as for the ques- 
tions which they asked.’’ 

M. Roustan, in a concise and agreeable 
sty!e and with profound knowledge of the 
social and political scene, investigates the 
points of contact of the philosophes with 
royalty, the nobles, the salons, the finan- 
ciers, the magistrates, the bourgeoisie and 
the people. He recognises the importance 
of Madame de Pompadour, who protected 
the Encyclopedists against the King, the 
clergy, and Parliament, as a patroness of 
literature and philosophy.

Captain Redmond asked if the banks were 
finding ‘difficulty in getting rid of certain 
sums of silver. 

Mr. Blythe replied that they had been 
finding it difficult, but they had got rid of 
considerable sums. 

Answering Professor Thrift, Mr. Blythe 
said that they would pay £75,450 for coinage 
with a face value of £180,000. He did not 
hear any argument in favour of postponing 
the operation of the Act for two years. There 
was a popular demand, if there was not a 
newspaper demand, for a distinct coinage, 
and in that regard they should not forget the 
historical background of the Free State. 
Major Cooper said that the House ought 
to have more information as to the basis of 
calenlation When the Minister would come 
to write his cheque he would have to have 
something behind. Did he expect the 
Royal Mint to accept a less valuable coin? 
He believed that the greatest need of the 
country, and the greatest desire of the 
majority of the people, was to get back to 
normal conditions as soon as possible; they 
were anxious to get back to bread and butter 
politics. In this matter he held that They 
should be wise to delay in making sudden 
changes.

INCREASED EXPENDITURE OF 
£150,000 A YEAR. 

_ The Minister for Finance moved :—‘‘ That it 
is expedient to authorise the payment out of 
moneys to be provided by the Oireachtas of 
the expenses of carrying into effect any Act 
of the present session to make provision for 
ensuring the attendance of children at elemen- 
tary schools, other than the expenses of school 
attendance committees and of dissolved school 
attendance committtees, the remuneration and 
expenses of supervisors appointed to discharge 
the duties of dissolved school attendance ¢om- 
mittees, and compensation to officers of dis- 
solved school attendance committees and of 

dissolved supervisors.”’ 

Mr. Blythe said that the extra charges in 
connection with the Act would result from an 
increase in the number of teachers required, 
in the capitation grants, and from the provi- 


sion of additional school accommodation. It 
would be difficult to fix on the exact figure, 
i but, as the bill stood, he would be safe in 
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saying that in a few vears there would be an 
increased charge oí. anything between 
£100,000 and £150,000 a year. TH, as a resuit 
of amendments to be proposed, the school- 
leaving age was raised from 14 to 16 vears 
the ultimate charge falling on the Exchequer 
would probably be £190,000 to £200,000. He 


did not think that such a charge was to be 


anticipated for some time to come. 
As lar. as it could be ascertained, 
the financial position was that if the 


bill were passed with the age limit at 16 the 
ultimate extra charge on the State might b« 


something like £350,000. At the same time

On the Committee siage ot the School At 
tendance Bill, Myr.

Mr. O'Connell pointed out that the age in 
England was five, and in Northern Ireland 
five. It was part of the Government’s policy 
to teach Irish in the schools, and if the child 
did not take up the study of the language at 
an early aye the teaching would not be suc- 
cessful. 

Mr. Wilson said that it was unreasonable 
to send a child of six to school over long dis 
tances in our wet climate. 

Mr. Wolfe said that it was to the good of 
the country that children should go to school 
as early as possible. 

Mr. Gorey said that children who did not 
go to school before the age of seven years re- 
quired very careful home training, but the 
average parent did not, or could not, bestow 
the training they required, 

Mr. Mulcahy also opposed the amendment. 
Professor Thrift said that he did not attach 

much. importance to what the children 
learned as to the question of training and the 
formation of good and regular habits. He 
would be inclined to make the school-going 
age earlier than six.
